10. Insert wedges approx. 8 to 10 inches apart 
in the center of the door, between the glass 
and weather stripping. 


12. Turn the tool handle clockwise, or inward, 
and remove the wedges to take pressure off 
the window. Pull up on the tool to enter the 
inside of the vehicle. 


Alternate Opening Method 
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13. Pulling up on the tool will allow it to pass inside the 
weather stripping. 


14. After 
the tool has 
passed the 
weather 
stripping, 
lower the 
tool down in 
line with the 
inside lock 
control. 


15. Place the tip of the tool on the lock control button or 
electric locking switch, and unlock the door.

19. Remove the wedge(s) from inside the door and insert 
them on the outside of the door between the window and 
the weather stripping to create an opening for the tool to 
pass through. 


20. Turn the tool handle slightly, maneuvering it under the 
window. Pull the tool up, removing it.

23. Ignition Lock Removal. Column Mount / 
Tumblers: 8 Tumblers / Tumbler Positions: 1-8. 
Vehicle Code on Cylinder: None. Transponder: Yes. 


24. Position tilt steering wheel to remove 3 (P-2) 
screws on the bottom portion of steering wheel 
column shroud. Unsnap the top portion of shroud 
from bottom portion of steering column shroud and 
remove shroud. 


Ignition Lock 
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25. Carefully unplug the ignition lock illumination light 
from bottom portion of column shroud. 


26. Remove bottom portion of column shroud. 


27. With lock in “On” position, depress on cylinder 
depression pin located at top portion of ignition lock 
to remove lock. 


28. Pull outward on cylinder to remove Ignition Lock.

30. To disassemble lock, remove depression pin cap.

38. Pull outward on door cylinder and disconnect 
linkage.

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41. Remove C-Clip, driver, spacer/washer and 
clock spring from rear of lock. 


42. Remove cylinder face cap and shutter. 
Remove core from housing.
